Then the stu- 
dent conducts some home practice 
work under the supervision of the 
instructor and the parent. This di-

practice work, or 
project 


xvork as it has been called, Is the 
most important phase of the educa- 
tional method. The student learns by 
doing. At the present time, when a 
student 
enters the 
high 
s,chool 


course in agriculture, he and the in- 
structor with the cooperation of the 
parents develop some plan of direct- 
ed practice work 
for the 
student 


xvhich calls fop four years of plan- 
ning and endeavor. Each successive 
year calls for some further develop- 
ment of the work in which the stu- 
dent meets new problems and de- 
velops new skills. From Jiis experi-

other students learn, who in turn 
supplement that training with some

The city attornsy 


comes In for a good slam, although 
he seldom takes the city attorneys 
advise in any Important matter.

Board and thoughtlessly at a time 
while a council committee

gaged in earnest and sincere negotia- 
tions with the County Board for aid 
on Wisconsin Ave.

On July 
19th our local newspaper reported the 
group were fishing (so the reporter 
was informed) but nevertheless the 
Mayor entered expenses for the trip 
for all three. One of the three asked 
to have his stricken off the books 
the amount for the other two had 
remained and so far is not paid yet 
The books at the city hall are open 
to the public and I invite anyone to 
go there and verify my statements. 
I know the council, with one or two 
exceptions. Is not in favor of such 
things. So why harp on high ex- 
penses, why try to air the Commis- 
sions and the County Board?

their last public bow together. Cal- 
houn died before the session's end, 
after being brought to the chamber 
in blankets to hear another read 
his last defiant speech. Jefferson 
Davis succeeded him as the Secession 
1st leader. Clay worked seven months 
on his famous slavery Compromise 
of 1850, his last great effort to save 
the Union, and Webster supported 
him in his seventh of March speech, 
which lost him the north and his last 
chance for nomination. 


Senator William H. Seward of New 


York had "become 
adminstration 


leader, sharing Taylor's anti-com- 
promise sympathies. Seward and 
Vice President Flllmore fought for 
the New York patronage and Sew- 
ard got It, whereafter he and most 
of the cabinet snubbed Fillmorer 
' 
DEATH OF TAYLOR 


One day, during the heat of the 


compromise debate, Taylor insistec 
on drinking several pints of milk on 
top of great gobs,of cherries on a 
very hot day, and died. Fillmore be- 
came president and the cabinet whici 
bad sneered at him resigned in a 
hurry. Fjllmore adopted the compro- 
mise cause and made Webster sec- 
retary of state. The compromise be- j 
came law. 


The Democrats became united on 


the compromise, but the southern 
and northern Whigs 
were

The foregoing lengthy sketch of 


events was made necessary by their 
effect on the nominations and the 
election. Anti-compromise sentiment 
In the north finally barred Fillmore 
^from nomination along with Wcb- 
•,»ter and really licked the Whigs be- 
fore they were started. The"K only 
Vossible hope was to nominate a non- 


immittal candidate whose 
vifws 


unknown—which they did. 


The Democratic 
convention met 


first, in Baltimore. 
Intrigue had 


been going on for months. The can- 
didates were Gen. Lewis Cass of 
Michigan, defeated in the 1844 elec- 
tion; James Buchanan ot Pennsyl- 
vania, William I.. Marcy of New 
Turk and- Stephen A. Douglas of Il- 
linois, who had been running around 
the country promising jobs to all 
who would support him. 


The first ballot stood: Cass 116. 


Buchanan 93, Marcy 27. Douglas 20. 
Joseph Lane 13 and Sam Houston 8. 
On the 29th. Cass had but 27, Bu- 
chanan 93 and Douglas 91, but Cass 


got back remarkably to 131 on the 
25th. On that same ballot Virginia 
brought out Franklin Pierce of New 
Hampshire, but he had only risen to 
55 on the 48th. On the 49th he was 
almost unanimously nominated. 


ALL WELL PLANNED 


The Pierce nomination had been 


carefully planned long before the 
convention under leadership of his 
collegemate and close friend, Senator 
Bradbury of Maine, with the help of 
Caleb Cushing and 
Ben 
Butler. 


Pierce was a Mexican War vet who 
had resigned from the Senate and 
left Washington 
because of 
his 


weakness for liquor. His wife faint- 
ed when she heard what was to her 
the sad news of his nomination and 
Pierce himself didn't want it. 


Pierce won because hjs record in 


Congress was satisfactory to the 
south. 
The convention adjourned 


and turned to watch the Whigs af- 
ter 
promulgating a 
platform de- 


nounclng abolltionUts and nominat- 
ing William R. King of Alabama for 
vice president. Harmony reigned MI- 
preme as V~an Buren left the Free 
Sellers and returned to Tammany 
Hall, his old love, and Pierce began a 
front porch campaign. 


AT THE WHIG CONVENTION 
Tho Whig convention found south- 


ern delegates supporting President 
Fillmore and 
northerners General 


Scott. Webster's southern friend* 
believed he could Inherit most of Fill- 
more'a strength after Fillmore and 
Pierce had worn each other out In 
return. Webster had promisd to sun- 
port the pro-slavery platform adopt- 
ed by southern delegates in an early 
caucus. 
But northern Whigs like 


Greeley, Seward and Weed were de- 
termined to beat both Webster and 
Fillmore. although Clay had urged 
the latter's nomination. 


Webster had been promised the 


nomination if he could get^41 north- 
ern delegates—and he couldn't, for 
Maine because his Ashburton treaty 
years before had favored Britain ov- 
er Maine. Thus the deal that won 
out was that by which the south 
agreed to take Scott, the north's can- 
didate, if the north would take the 
south's pro-slavery platform. 


Fillmore was 
purely a southern 


candidate—he didn't even have hi3 
homo state' delegation from 
New 


York. On the first ballot he had 133 
to Scott's 131 and Webster's 29. This 
setup continued virtually the same 
until the 50th ballot, when Scott be 
gan to draw ahead and won on tho 
53d with 159. The platform endors- 
ed the compromise and the fugitive 
slave law. 


While Pierce stayed at home, "Old 


Fuss and Feathers" Scott insisted 
on making some silly 
campaign 


speeches which lost him votes. Of 
Scott, Buchanan said: "He was vain 
beyond any man I ever knew, ob- 
stinate, self-willed and unyielding." 


BURKED BY THE ISSUE 


Even Scott's fine military record 


availed him nothing against the is- 
sue that burled him. The Whig 
platform enraged many party mem- 
bers in the north and the southern 
slaveholders knew 
better than to 


pass up the 
Democrats of whom 


they were sure for the baddly divid- 
ed Whigs. In 
desperation, north- 


ern Whigs adopted the slogan: 


"Support the candidate and split 


on the platform!"

To look into the future and visual 


fze just what •will 
happen In any 


glvon -Une of human endeavor Is a 
faculty possessed, if at all. by few 
mortals. It I* true that fey looking 
backwards and recalling what has 
occuw^d in tho past, it is sometimes 
possible to gauge fairly accurately 
what, the future may have In store. 


Knowing1 what 
we do, therefore, 


about -the development of rail trans- 
portation . .and of steamship lines, 
and .the. phenomenal growth of the 
automobile - industry, it would seem 
the .rankest .pessimism 
to predict 


any. iut . a. slowing future for com 
merclal aviation. 


I -firmly -believe in the future of 


the Air. .service. The feasibility of 
the airplane has long ago been dem- 
onstrated 
and every-day improve- 


ments make it more and more prac- 
tical as a means for the quick move- 
ment over Ions distances of mall, ex- 
press and of passengers. 


To the next . generation 
the air- 


plane, in my opinion, will have be- 
come as indispensablie as is the rail- 
road train, the trolley car or the 
family automobile to this one. The 
transition will not come at one fell 
swoop but, with 
continued world 


peace, will grow and expand rapidly 
like a field of delta corn In favorable 
weather. 


WE'RE LEARNING FAST 


It is true that the American pub- 


lic has not yet "taken" to the air as 
& means of passenger transport to 
the extent to which their European 
cousins are patronizing this method 
of getting from one place to another. 


With the advent, however, of pri- 


vate initiative carrying mail and ex- 
press on regular schedules over reg- 
ular routes with the reliability of 
established train service, I am of the 
opinion that only a short time will 
intervene before the American pub- 
lic -will sprout its wings and surpass 
the migratory 
tendencies 
of the 


same species on the older continent. 


^Familiarity with the time-saving 


powers of the airplane, and a better 
knowledge of the safety of the air 
vehicles as compared 
-with other 


means of travel are the two essen- 
tials most needed now. 


With the continued and growing 


use of existing air lines between dis- 
tant points for the movement, not 
only of mail and express, 
but of 


passengers, I can picture a swift ex- 
pansion of these routes in no very 
distant future until every geographi- 
cal division of the 
United States 


will be linked up, both east and west 
and north and south, with every 
other section. 


At the same time considerable pro- 


gress will have been made toward 
connecting air links between coun- 
tries in both North and South Amer- 
ica so that the airplane will come in- 
to the field of its greatest usefulness 
~-that of the long haul. 


OCEAN FLIGHTS MUST WAIT 
The plane will also play a con- 


spicuous part In reducing: transport 
time between the two hemispheres, 
bu the tragic conclusions of a num- 
ber of trans-Atlantic flights have 
taught us that we are not yet ready 
for anything like a regular overseas 
service. I am convinced that even 
this will come eventually, but to haz- 
ard a guess as to how long it will 
take to devise stops of the air cap- 
able of conquering 
the wide and 


stormy reaches of the ocean as a 
matter of daily performance would 
be foolhardy. 


We should first direct our undi- 


vided- attention 
toward perfecting 


the service on land — and I am frank 
in saying that it is today far from 
being perfect. There are many ob- 
stacles, resulting in delays and some- 
times in serious accidents, 
which 


time and. invention alone must over- 
come. 


Over a Ion; rout* there la very 


often a spot each day where weath- 
er conditions present difficulties and 
the pilots are confronted with atmos- 
pheric conditions, including fog, that 
too often it has gained over other 
the time it has gained over other 
methods of transportation. 
These 


kinks must be 
ironed 
out of the 


system and weather obstacles must 
be overcome totattaln the public con- 
fidence necessary for successful ser- 
vice. 


RATE CUT WAS HELP 


The greatest step toward popular- 


izing the air mail In America was 
the reduction of the postage rate to 
five cents for the first ounce. Au 
rust, the first month tho new rate 
was operative produced an increase 
of S3 per cent, or almost double the 
poundage carried In July. 


It is my earnest conviction that 


succeeding months will bring about 
a. gradual mounting 
totrfl of air 


mail poundage that will justify th» 
inclusion in the system during the 
next twelve morths of points not 
now considered 
as sufficiently pro- 


ductive from the mail standpoint to 
be made air mail stops,
